HE debate upon partition in Dail 
T Eireann Rush geoin attention 
and evoked little comment in Northern 
Ireland. The great majority of the people 
in the North regard the subject as closed 
unless there is a change—a complete 
change—in the outlook of the South. It 
is a pity that it should be so; for un- 
doubtedly partition is a disadvantage to 
both North and South. 

It is not, however, sufficiently realised 
in the South that the Northerner, apart 
from questions of sentiment and ideals, 16 
more .concerned with the greater and 


earlier partition of the United Kingdom. | 


Now that his social services, like unem- 
ployment and pensions, are so linked up 
with Great Britain, he would not look at 
any suggestion which would jeopardise 
these undoubted advantages. 

While one can sympathise with the 
desire to abolish partition, sufficient 
attention has not been paid to the 
Northern viewpoint. Mr. MacDermot has 
gone far to make the position clear, yet 
even he, perhaps, does not realise the full 
implications. So far as the majority in 
the North is concerned, it can safely be 
said that the greater the unity of Great 
Britain and Ireland the greater will be 
the unity of North and South. . 

Force of economic, industrial and 
financial circumstances make this so, 
apart altogether from the very important 
questions of allegiance and sentiment, 
There is little use in making appeals to 
the North to abandon the British fiscal 
system and throw in its lot with the 
South when it is a matter of life and 
death for its industries to have an open 
door into the British market. 

If there was a common fiscal system 
for these islands to give effect in trade 
to their geographical proximity, with all 
that such a free trade alliance would 
imply in the way of federation, there 
might be some hope of approaching the 
question of partition with the possibility 
of accommodation. There are no signs that 
the South can look upon the matter in 
this way, so the North stands fast for 
the maintenance of its industry and the 
British connection. 


Shipyard Achievements 


With the launch of the motor vessel 
Ernebank (5,260 tons) this week Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff, Ltd., completed their 
Belfast tonnage output ,for the year. 
Twelve vessels have been launched this 
year, compared with nine last year; but 
the total tonnage was about 62,000, com- 
pared with 101,906 tons last year, when 
the firm carried off the blue riband. for 
the highest tonnage output in the world. 

The largest vessels launched this year 
were the two Union-Castle liners, Dunottar 
Castle and Dunvegan Castle, each of 15,050 
tons, for the intermediate service of the 
Union-Castle Line to South and East 
Africa. The next largest vessel was the 
Svdney Star, a 10,800-ton ship, for the 
Blue Star Line; but the remiainder of the 
vessels launched were of smaller tonnage, 
including, in addition to the. Ernebank, 
the Eros for the Standard Fruit Co. (5,700 
tons), two motor vessels for the Burns- 
Laird -Glasgow and Belfast passenger 
service (the Royal Ulsterman and the 
Royal Scotsman, each of 3,250 tons), and 
three cargo and cattle motor boats for the 
same line’s Glasgow-Belfast-Londonderry 
service, each of which is under 1,000 tons, 
but capable of carrying 300 cattle and 
horses and a large number of sheep, as 
well as general eargo. 

Another notable event in Belfast ship- 
building last week was the departure of 
the light ‘cruiser Penelope, which was 
launched in October, 1935, by the Duchess 
of Abercorn. The Penelope is a cruiser 
of the Arethusa class, with a standard 
displacement of 5,200 tons. A larger 
cruiser of the Southampton class, which 
will be named H.M.S. Belfast, will be 
laid -down month or early in 
January. : 

Belfast expects to share substantially 
in the rebuilding of the Fleet. During 
the War the fast cruiser Glorious was 
built at Belfast, to the ideas of the, late 
Lord Fisher, who was a great believer in 
speed and big guns—a policy completely 
vindicated at the Falkland Islands battle. 
H.M.S. Vindictive, the only unit of the 
Hawkins class, with special arrangement 
for carrying aircraft, also was built at 
Belfast. 


Londonderry’s Need 


next 


Since the closing of the shipyard in 
Londonderry some years ago, this Northern 
city has been handicapped by the lack of 
employment for men workers. It has a 
flourishing shirt and collar manufacturing 
industry, which cives employment to a 
large number of women workers, and it is 
gratifying to learn from the Minister of 
Labour that the number of persons 
attached to the insured industries con- 
tinues to grow. This year the increase was 
456, and since 1932 the increase has been 
about 900. 

Londonderry is eminently suitable for 
an aircraft factory or munition works, 
owing to the fact that it is so far re 
moved from the danger of air raids. 


. Efforts have been made to secure new in- 


dustries.of this character, but so far they 
have not been successful. It is to be 
hoped, however, that both the Northern 
Government and the representatives of 
Northern Ireland at Westminster will con- 
tinue to press for the establishment of such 
industries. 

It is almost certain that in the next 
war places so remote as Londonderry from 
possible air attack will be extremely valu- 
able in the defence scheme. There will be 
a scramble to transfer aeroplane factories 
and munition establishments out of the 
danger zone, and it is a short sighted 
policy not to take advantage of the present 
opportunity to make adequate prepara- 
tions. 

Londonderry and the whole North Irish 
coast was of immense importance to the 
defence scheme in the last war. and with 
the wider range of submarines an air base 
at Londonderry.could act as acentre for 
counter-aircraft operations .over a large 
stretch of the North Atlantic. 

It is sucgested that an air base will be 
established at Derry and near Down- 
patrick, but an air base without munition 
factory or aeroplane works is not sufficient 
to relieve Derry’s unemployment problem.

Physical Fitness 


The campaign which has been inau- 
gurated in Great Britain for improving 
the physique of the younger generation 
has not been extended yet im any definite 
form to Northern Ireland, yet there is no 
industrial area in the United Kingdom 
where a well-prepared system of physical 
culture for the general population would 
be so beneficial. 

The Ministry of Education in its last 
annual report drew attention to the great 
need for physical training in connection 
with secondary schools. Apart from three 
or four of the larger schools in Belfast 
there is almost a complete absence of 
physical training. The new primary 
schools in the city have provision for such 
training, and it is one of the special 
features of the programme in such schools, 
but the great majority of the elementary 
schools have no adequate enclosure where 
physica] culture could be imparted. 

It is all the more necessary, therefore, 
that the civic authorities should concen- 
trate upon more parks, play centres and 
open spaces. Recently, the Parks Com- 
mittee of the Corporation advertised for 
land in the vicinity of the city for the 
development of playing fields and open 
spaces, but no announcement has yet been 
made as to the result. 

Belfast has already ten parks and 
thirteen playing fields, including Bellevue 
and Hazelwood, with a total area of only 
470 acres. Many cities in Great Britain 
about the same size as Belfast have three 
or four times this amount. Leeds, for in- 
stance, has 62 football and 42 cricket 
pitches, 152 tennis courts (most of them 
hard), 43 bowling greens, three municipal 
golf courses, three open air swimming 
pools and two boating lakes. Belfast has 
55 football and 25 cricket pitches, 51 tennis 
courts (of which only five are hard), seven 
bowling greens, one boating pond and one 
open air. swimming pvol. 

Belfast has less than a quarter of Leeds’ 
park space, yet the net cost of Belfast 
parks almost equals that of Leeds. The 
provision of more playing fields and well- 
defined physical training would do more 
for the health of Belfast than extensions of 
sanatorium treatment. 


Pensions at Home and Abroad 


The Finance Committee of the Belfast 
Corporation for some years has been ‘con- 
sidering the establishment of a pension 
scheme for municipal employés. Pensions 
already exist for the ‘salaried officials, but 
the wage-earning workers who are not in 
the salary class have been pressing for a 
pension scheme similar to those in 
existence in many municipalities in Great 
Britain. 

The new scheme in Belfast ha¢ heen pre- 
pared, but has not been approved yet by 
the Corporation or . sanctioned | ‘bye the 
Northern Ministry of Home Affairs. IR 
provides that all Corporation embloyés of 
three years’ standing and over shall have 
a pension on retirement, 

e development of municipal or 
national pension schemes is. likely to be 
one of the methods of expanding the 
social services of the future. Demands 
have been made in Great Britain for the 
formulation of an old age pension scheme 
to embrace all wage-earners up to £400 
or £500 per annum, and any development 
along that line will automatically apply 
to Northern Ireland under the ‘‘step-by- 
oe policy in social services. 

he United States, which is now 
embarking on social services upon the 
British model, although for years 
Americans derided the ‘‘ dole’’ at old 
age ‘pensions, 1s going even one better than 
the British ieadaré A new scheme has 
been propounded by the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration for pensions payable to all 
workers whose salaries are less than £600 
per annum, and the pensions, which will 
operate in 1942, are from £4 to £17 per 
month. This is apparently a contributory 
pension scheme on the lines advocated by 
the late Lord Carson when a member of 
the British House of Commons. 

If a contributory pension scheme were 
graited on to the existing minimum 
pensions payable in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland it would go far to solve 
many social problems, and, by removing 
people from industry with an adequate 
pension at sixty, would do much to 
eliminate the unemployment. evil.

A CO. CORK ESTATE 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE HANNA.) 


Miss Brenda Mulcahy, Western road, Cork, 
sought, as executrix, to establish the last 
will, dated Sth August, 1934, of Joseph 
Delaney, builder, late of Western road, Cork, 
who died on 7th March last. The defendant, 
Mrs, Kathleen Delaney, Marlborough road, 
Donnybrook. Dublin, widow of the testator, 
had entered a caveat to the will on the 
usual; statutory grounds. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., who, with 
Mr. W.. O'B. Fitagerald — (instructed - by 
Messrs. M. J. Horgan and Sons), appeared 
for the plaintiff, said that notice had been 
given on behalf of the defendant that it was 
intended only to cross-examine witnesses pro- 
duced in support of the will. 

Mr. Martin Maguire; K.C., who, with Mr. 
Marnan (instructed by Messrs. A. Cox and 
Co.) appeared for the defendant. said that 
she represented not merely herself, but five 
children. 

Mr, FitzGerald said that the testator, who 
died at the age of 62, had made a chain of 
wills, but under the last will he left all his 
property to the plaintiff, who was a niece, 
and her sister, charged with a trust to pro- 
vide £3 weekly for the maintenance of a 
brother of the testator. It was estimated 
that the estate would amount to only about 
£800-or £900. Under a deed of 1927 £2,000 
had been pat on trust for the testator and his 
wife; the latter benefiting as survivor. 

Evidence. having been given of the due 
execution of the last will, 

Mr. Justice Hanna admitted it’ to probate 
in solemn form, and allowed the plaintiff her 
costs out of the estate.

The defence was that the plaintiff was not 
a member of the upion, and that, if he was, 
he had been legally , i 

Mr. Roe, K.C., and Mr. Art O'Connor (in- 
structed by Mr, Patrick. FE. O'Reilly) ap- 
peared for the plaintiff; and Mr. J. A. 
McCarthy, K.C,, and Mr. A. Lynn - 
structed by Mr. C. B. W. Boyle) for 
deíendants. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McCarthy, the 

laintiff admitted that he was in arrears with 

his contributions to the society, but said that 
this was due to the fact tha he had been 
unemployed for the greater part of the year 
1933-54. He had paid his subscription of 6d. 
a week during the time when he was em- 
ployed. He was not aware of the rules of 
the union that if he defaulted in payment cf 
his subscription for twenty-six weeks he 
would automatically be struck off the register 
as a member. That was not a custom, as 
far as he knew, affecting members of similar 
trade unions. He paid his arrears as he 
worked. | 

Mr. MecCarthy—Is it not a fact that for 
the whole of 1933 your total subscriptions to 
the union were 6s. 8d.? 

Witness—It is understood that when a 
worker is out of employment he is not ex- 
pected to pay his weekly subscription, 


WAGES QUESTION 


In answer to further questions by Mr. 
McCarthy, plaintiff said that it had been 
suggested at meetings of the Pork Butchers’ 
section that he was working for a wage less 
than that fixed by the society, and that his 
answer to that was that, while working for 
the lower wage, he was only cleaning “' cas- 
ings ” for sausages, which was not the work 
of a pork butcher. His idea was that he 
could only claim a wage for the class of work 
he was doing. 

Mr. Sean , WEEE secretary of the No. 3 
Branch of the union, of which the Pork 
Butchers’ section was a unit, said that the 
plaintiff had been a member of the union 
up to the end of 1933. He was then heavily 
in arrears, and the usual notice was sent to 
him drawing his attention to this fact, and, 
no reply having been received, he was struck 
off the roll.of the union as a member. This 
was the usual practice. 

Re-examined by Mr. Roe, the witness said 
that it was a custom in the union thal when 


‘a member was unemployed he was not ex- 


ted to pay his weekly subscription, but 
it was usual that when he got employment 
he endeavoured to pay the arrears. 

Mr. James Larkin, general secretary of the 
Workers’ Union of Ireland,. who was the first 
witness examined for the defendants, said 
that he first came into touch with Keogh 
about 1933, when Keogh followed him in the 
street and used bad language, complaining 
about his treatment by the butchers’ section 
of the union. Keogh had never been in 
standing with the union as far as payment of 
his. contributions was eóncerned, and also 
because or the fact that it had been sug- 
gested that he had been breaking rules of 
the union by working at’ leas wages than 
other members. Plaintiff had complained 
repeatedly to him, and he arr d t he 
should come before a meeti the union. 
That meeting, at which the plaintiff made his 
case, lasted over two hours, and ultimately 
plaintiff had to be put ont from the meeting 
owing to his Pad qeadba language. The 
minutes which were produced in Court 
were a fair record of what had happened, and 


these showed that plaintiff's case had been 
considered. 


ANSWERED VERBALLY 


In cross-examination by Mr, Roe, witness 
said that a letter from pleintiff’s solicitor 
stating that the plaintiff shad been expelled 
was answered by witness verbally through a 
solicitor’s clerk. Witness’s answer was that 
the plaintiff was a delinquent member. He 
had never purported to expel the plaintiff. 
Witness agreed that at the meeting which 
plaintiff said he would take legal action he 
said to plaintiff that he thought that after 
the meeting he would not be a member. The 
implication was that plaintiff was a member. 

Witness said that a recommendation of the 
pork butchers’ committee to the effect that 
_— be stopped from working was not 
inding on the Executive Committee and was 
never discussed by them. He thought it 
would be wrong if plaintiff was stopped at 
Kearns’s because of the committee’s resolu- 
tion, Plaintiff was not a member of the 
union. 

Mr. Roe—When did he cease to be a mem- 
ber?—Of his own action in not paying up, 
after being twenty-six weeks in arrears. 

Further questioned, witness said that no 
written notice was given to his knowledge 
to the plaintiff as to his position in the union, 
but in the ordinary course delinquent mem- 
bers got notification. 


The further hearing was adjourned to a 
date to be fixed. '

In an action of Peter James Leonard, whose 
address was set out on the summons as 
Chapelland, Athboy, County Meath, against 
Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd.,

The defendants’ records 
disclosed that receipts were forwarded to 
Miss Sharpe for distribution to the purchasers 
of the tickets, but Miss Sharpe stated that 
she did not receive them. he plaintiff's 
name was not on the counterfoils as seller, 
and, so far as the counterfoils were con- 
cerned, the defendants had no connection 
with the plaintiff whatever. When a letter 
came stating that the seller’s receipts had not 
been received, duplicate receipts were for- 
warded, with a letter saying that the receipts 
already had been sent. in the meanwhile, 
the plaintiff said, he had paid back £6 to 
the subscribers. Plaintiff stated that Miss 
Sharpe’s name was pot on the back of the 
counterfoils in error, and that, so far as he 
was aware, he was the only seller.

ALLEGATION AGAINST 


GUARDS DISBELIEVED

Allegations that a ten-year-old boy had been 
ill-treated, when taken to Lad Lane Police 
Station for questioning in connection with 
housebreaking, were referred to when three 
boys, whose ages ranged between 10, and 
84, were charged in the Juvenile Court with 
breaking into per & at Aungier street and 
Stephen street an Nás! cigarettes. 

At the previous hearing Guards Feeny and 
Cullen had denied the allegations, and stated 
that no statement had been taken from the 
boys except in the presence of their parents. 

‘he eldest boy, who denied the charges, 
alleged that he was taken into a room, where 
Guard Cullen struck him and produced a re- 
volver, while Guard Feeny threatened to suck 
his head in the lavatory. 

The Justice said that the seridus thing in 
the case was the allegation made that certain 
members of the Guards took one of the boys 
away from his mother and struck and felled 
him to the ground. There was no corrobora- 
tion of these allegations, which had been 
denied by the Guards. He remanded the 
eldest boy for a week on bail, and the other 
two boys to Summerhill Detention School for 
a week. He had no doubt that somebody

Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Denby have taken an active 
part in the sporting life of the country 
‘since they came to Ireland. At the begin- 
ning they lived in County Meath, and 
were enthusiastic followers of the Meath 
Foxhounds. They both are keen golfers, 
‘as well as excellent bridge players. 
Before he was appointed to Dublin Mr. 
Denby was in the American Legation st 
Pekin. His father also was a diplomatist, 
and Mr. Denby himself, like one of his 
two delightful boys, was born in China. 
Mr. and Mrs. Denby are accomplished 
Jinguists. He speaks German almost 
without an accent—a gift that is rare 
among Americans, while Mrs. Denby is a 
fluent French speaker. Their friends will 
miss them very much in Dublin, but they 
all will congratulate Mr. Denby on his 
appointment to such: an important post 
in his country’s service. 


Income Tax Relief 


Probably the most original of all claims 
for income tax relicf has recently been 
heard before the United States Court of 
 Claims. An unhappy citizen of Atlanta 
has been on a visit to France recently, and 
while there had the misfortune to lose some 
thousands of good dollars on that typically 
French amusement, chemin de fer. De- 
termined to get some value for his money, 
the American hopefully sent in a claim for 
refund to the income tax authorities, vu 
the ground of business losses. But the 
hearts of local authorities are hard, as 
many have found before him, and to obtain 
another hearing he must needs appeal over 
their heads to the U.S. Court of Claims. 
There he claimed it was-with the purpose 
of making money that he went into the 
chemin ‘de fer business. The expenses of 
paying alimony to two former wives, he 
pleaded, together with the possible pay- 
ment of half a million dollars in a breach 
of promise suit, necessitated an additional 
source of income. But it was all of no 
avail. Again the hearts of the judges 
hardened against him, and they ruled that 
the citizen’s statement that ' he was 
genuinely’ playing for profit in a game 
in which he had consistently lost for years 
overtaxes our credulity and stretches 
credence to the breaking point.” Despite 
all, the mind of that Atlanta citizen may 
rest well assured that he has the deepest 
sympathy of punters from all over the 
world in his fight against the harshness 
of income tax laws. 


Continuation Lessons 


I am reminded by an article an the 
Geographical Magazine that mere facts of 
geography are of small interest unless they 
are related to humanity in some way. 
Every school-boy learns that Lake Ladoga 
is the largest lake in Europe, and also 
that it is in Russia, but usually he does 
not receive any more information about jt. 

Actually, the lake, which is 7,000 square 
miles in extent, is more proper to Finland 
than to Russia, and was Swedish until 
1715. As well as being remarkable for its 
size, it is also remarkable for containing 
an island named Valamo, on which is an 
ancient monastery of the Greek Orthodox 
Church. 

The monastery is still inhabited by a 
community of monks, which is, however, 
much reduced in number, and there is a 
school which once drew large numbers of 
pupils from among the Finns. But since 
Finland became independent of Russia 
after the War the supply of pupils has 
almost ceased. 

The monastery buildings are kept in 
good condition by the few remaining 
monks, and the church; which is richly 
ornamented, contains statues wrought in 
gold studded with precious stones. The 
imposing structures are now becoming 
merely “ show places,” and many people 


make the journey to the island in order 
to view them,

I was interested in an American news- 
paper’s description of a recent Feis held 
in Chicago, under the auspices of the 
United Irish Counties Association. For 
the benefit of innocent natives it is  re- 
corded that the word is pronounced ‘‘fesh’’ 
or “‘faish,’’ and that this was a counter- 

art of similar celebrations held in Ire- 
we every year, dating back to 1800 B.C. 
The sides of the floor were lined with more 
than a hundred ehildren, most of them 
wearing costumes of green and white, 
while some of the young men were dressed 
in kilts, with saffron capes slung over their 
left shoulders. The innumerable contests 
ranged ‘from .jigs for children under ten 
to competitions for pipers’ bands. At the 
official opening the Tyrone pipers played 
the familiar “ Minstrel Boy ” so loudly 
that, it was impossible to carry on conver- 
sation in any part of the hall. More than 
six thousand persons, who included Mr. 
Michael MacWhite, Minister from the 
Irish Free State at Washington, crowded 
the two large halls for the “ program ”’ 
of singing, dancing, sword play, piping 
and other entertainment. The competitors 
stood on the platforms, waiting to take 


their turn at gyrating leg and ankle to. 


the merry music of two tireless fiddlers. 


Close Range

party. But Professor Jeary has, I see, 
succeeded in getting a lovely picture of 
three lions enjoying a digestive réverie in 
the Kruger National Park. He has 
photographed them at a twelve feet range. 
What his technique may be with regard to 
keeping his subjeet from devouring their 
photographer I do not profess to solve. 
It is said that Professor Jeary has 
already. photographed thousands of lions 
at close range, and that: he stalks his 
quarry on foot. Probably he knows how 
to camonflace his appearance when he goes 
to get a close up of his lions, and that 
he can extinguish the human scent.

Later, when 
Androcles found himself im the arena with 
other obstinate Christians thrown 6 the 
lions, this particular one iséd his 
henefactor, and refused to. eat him. 
Instead, he chased the Emperor off the 
field—which shows that lions are grateful 
beasts. Perhaps the worthy Professor has 
taken a leaf from Mr, Shaw's Androcles.

LAKE TANA 


Describing Lake Tana, Major Handley 
said that, owing to the high temperatures in 
this region, the waters in the lake could be 
very rough, especially in the afternoon. In 
one of the islands on the lake there was a 
monastery which was peopled by absolute 
recluses. No woman or any animal or bird 
of the female sex—including a hen—were 
allowed on it. Another » BY overgrown 
with forests, was believed to be the place 
where the Ark of the Covenant had 
rested on a great stone which raised itself 
a hundred feet into the air. Here thirty to 
forty thousand pilgrims came each year. The 
monastery was a great place of ‘sanctuary ; 
for it was the custom that if anyone could 
enter the monastery and ring the wooden 
bell he could escape from justice. 

He could see no point in Italy wanting to 
wé$ up a barrage at the source of the Blue 
Nile, except that they intended to develop 
the country themselves. That was hardly 
possible, because the surrounding land was 
too mountainous. The only part that possibly 
could be cultivated was 350 miles from the 
source of the river. Italy, he believed, had 
no intention to interfere with the waters of 
the Nile, one of the reasons being that 
Egypt was none too friendly with Italy. 


THE SENNAH DAM 


Dealing with the Sennah Dam, he said 
that work on it was commenced in 1919, and 
its construction was handed ever, strange to 
say, to tse charge of Italian engineers. It 
was completed in 1925. The large area under 
cultivation as a result of the te produced 
excellent crops, especially cotton.

HE task of the historian in the oy 
was in the past. 


In the past the historian 
sometimes from the lack of 
evidence, and often made by brilliant 
improvisation a mythology that is more 
attractive than factual recomstruction. For 
the immediate past and the present, not 
to mention the future, the historian will 
find himself so well supplied with evidence 
that he may be overwhelmed. He will be 
sure of the existence of the wood, but 
individual trees will be constantly luring 
him from his path, and he may well end 
by studying the individual trees rather 
than the wood.

some thousands of personal statements in 
a variety of forms. So numerous are these 
books that a vast library building would 
hardly contain them all. It is to this 
collection that Sir Austen Chamberlain 
contributes a volume that will be found 
invaluable by the prospective historian ; a 
volums that lluminates while it describes, 
explains while it records, and is all the 
time infused by a very well-informed and 
attractive personality. As the son ol 
Joseph Chamberlain he has been on the 
inside of politics for some forty years; ar 
in his own right he has partaken in many 
of the outstanding events of the last 
quarter-century. 

He says in this volume: “ I acted as a 
sort of A.D.C. in the genera! 
election of 1886, when the split in the 
Liberal Party, caused by Mr. Gladstone's 
acceptance of Home Rule, made peculiarly 
bitter ”; and from that time Sir Austen 
has been actively associated with the most 
intimate phases of British politics. “' As 
the years passed,’’ he says, “ my relations 
with my father became ever more 
intimate.’’ ‘‘ In time I became his col- 
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Sir Austen Chamberlain obtained fis 
first glimpse of politics from the inside 
in the “ peculiariy bitter” general elec- 
tion ol 1886, when his father shattered 
the Gladstone Administration and Home 
Rule at the same time. His own career 
led him through a long period of opposi- 
tion to the comparatively moderate self- 
government of Home Rule t» the grant of 
the widest Dominion status 25 years later. 
When he atiached his signature to the 
Treaty of 1921 Sir Austen must have had 
in memory the struggle which the signa- 


ture was intended to close. He might 
have remembered that occasion in 
December, 1906, when he addressed a 
crowded meeting in the Rotunda, In his 
letter he says: ‘“‘It has given the 
Unionists here the tonic they needed, 


and 1 hear they are all very happy and 
pleased. As to my speech... . its 
matter was stale. There were no new 
arguments and no fresh treatment of old 
ones.” The speech dealt with Home 
Rule, but on the following day Sir Austen 
spoke to a deputation on tariff reform. 
“ My argument was that the democracy 
want two things—imperialism and social 
reform. . ... Our policy on social reform 
should not be limited to one question, 
but the first and greatest branch of it 1s 
tariff reform. Whatever may at one time 
have been the case with England, our 
pees fiscal system never suited Ireland. 
reland has a special interest in changing 
it, but the work of education in Irelan«l 
must be done by Irishmen.’’ At that 
very time Arthur Griffith was elaborating 
the fiscal programme which was later vo 
sweep the greater part of Ireland into a 
protectionist system more exclusively han 
Sir Austen Chamberlain could then have 
glimpsed. Ireland agreed about the un- 
suitability of England's fiscal system; but 
Ireland had-no inclination to accept his 
tariff proposals, which would still have 
retained Ireland within the British fisca) 
system. 


The Gladstonian “ Solution '- 


Four years later, in 1910, the Unionist 
Party had recovered somewhat from the 
staggering blow of 1906, and at the acces- 
sion of King Edward VII. a conference 
oh Constitutional matters was nullified in 
its effects by “the shadow of Home Rule.”’ 


the Making 


“I have never regretted my/opposition to | 
Gladstonian Home Rule. I did not believe | 
then, nor do I believe now, that it offered 
even the slightest chance of affording a per- 
manent solution. It had the fatal defect of 
creating a Parliament and a system of 
government which had no parallel in any 
part of the British Empire, and in my 
considered view, now as then, the Irish 
Parliament would for this reason never 
have rested till it had freed itself from 
all the restrictions proposed by Mr. 
Gladstone and his successors in the 
interests of the supremacy of the Parlia- 
ment of the United Kingdom.’’ Sir 
Austen has seen how his fears of 1886 
still probably persist into 1936, and that 
even Dominion status ‘‘and the position 
of Ulster safeguarded ’’ has not yet found 
'“a cure for the age-long strife between 
the two islands.”’ 

It was not only in 1915 that Mr. Lloyd 
George thought in coalition terms; he was 
apparently prepared for a _ coalition 
during the struggle against the House of 
Lords in 1910. At that time Mr. J. L. 
Garvin appealed for reconsideration of 
the Unionist position on the Irish ques- 
tion. Mr. Garvin’s letter was addressed 
to the then Mr. Arthur Balfour, but a 
copy was sent to Joseph Chamberlain. To 
this Mr, Austen Chamberlain replied on 
behalf of his father. “I attach very 
little importance to the utterances of 
Redmond.” he said, and admitted that 


he would prefer a reversion to the line | 
of policy which his father placed before 
the country ‘‘ before Mr. Gladstone intro- 
duced his mischievous and destructive 
scheme” after “Parnell put the Trish 
vote up to auction and Mr. Gladstone 
agreed to pay a fancy price for it.” 
Writing to Lord Lansdowne in August. 
1912, Sir Austen said: ‘‘I hope Ulster 
will offer a stubborn passive resistance. 
I think she wit! be right to resist. and I 
believe her resistance will be successful if 
Ulstermen will keep cool, resolute and. as 
far as may be, silent as to their exact 
intentions. My only fear is lest the train 
should be fired too soon, a few of: the 
demonstrators get blown up prematurely, 
and the whole movement be crushed in 
ridicule . . . if Ulster gets “jumpy” the 
Government wil] have an easy victory.” 


Lloyd George's Attitude 


It is interesting to know that in 1910 
Mr. Lloyd George was prepared to ac- 


league in the House of Commons and later 
in the Cabinet. When he left Balfour's 
Cabinet in 1903 to act as the pioneer of 
Tariff Reform, he insisted that I should 
remain, and I became the main link 
between him and Arthur Balfour—a link 
that was sometimes strained almost to 
breaKing-point—and I drafted tha 
‘Valentine Letter’ which made their 
continued co-operation possible after the 
disastrous election of 1906. I did not 
marry till [ was forty-two, and up to that 
time my home, whether in Birmingham or 
in London, was his house, except for 
the two years when first I was Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in 1900458.” With 
Joseph Chamberlain’s illness in 1906 and 
his retirement from active politics, Sir 
Austen kept him informed of the happen- 
ings, “and it became mv habit to keep a 
letter siways on my table, adding a few 
words at night or morning after or before 
my day’s work,” It is these letters to his 
father, during the menacing and forma- 
tive years from 1906 to 1014. that make 
up this most informative book.

cept for Ireland “ something on your 
father’s lines,” a kind of National 
Council, ani stated that, “if the 
Nationalists would not take what was 


offered, he would break with them.” The 
whole miserable business was finally burst 
by Balfour on the ground that his whole 
history forbade him being a party to a 
Home Rule scheme. When _—itthe 
manceuvres of Mr. Lloyd George on the 
Home Rule business from 1910 onwards 
are revealed it is no wonder that in 1912 
Sir Austen records that “Willie Red- 
mond’s language about Lloyd George is un- 
printable,’’ and that at the same time Mr. 
Winston Churchill “ thought his own star 
in the ascendant and regarded. J,loyd 
George as a waning force.” A world war 
and an Irish insurrection were needed to 
shatter the complacency of such leaders 
of the democracy, who thought more of 
themselves and their parties than of the 
peoples and countries under their control. 


Playing for Position 


There is an aspect of all these memoirs 


—— 


berlain included—which needs careful 
consideration in days when democracy is 
threatenod from many sules. No sin- 
cerely-minded, politically-inclined citizen - 
ean read them without having his blood 
boiling at the apparent msincerity of the 
party leaders. Here im this book they 
aro shown, without exception of party, as 
if they were engaged upon nothing more 
significant than a game of chess. At the 
time Ireland was a . seething cauldron 
filled with the violent ingredients which 
later bubbled with such disastrous effect 


to the manceuvring politicians. In De- 
cember, 1013, Sir Austen wrote Lord 


Morley: “You and Winston want Home 
Rule, but you want it to come peaceably, 
and with reasonable prospects of its work- 
ing successially and proving a healin 
measure. I dislike Home Rule, but i 
dislike still more the prospect of civil 
war, with its necessary consequences, the 
destruction of the House of Commons and 
the demoralisation of the Army.” If Sir 
Austen and his party colleagues had been 
willing to do in 1913 what they actually 
did in 1921 they might have avoided the 
civil war, the crippling of the House of 
Commons, and the mutiny in the Army. 
But in 1913 their own feelings and 
party loyalties proved stronger than their 
statesmanship. But only three months 
were to pass ere their Sir Austen is hear- 
ing that “ the violent party are getting 
the upper hand in Ireland, and even that 
Redmond’s life is in danger ” ; yet in face 
of that these conservative leaders were 
convinced that they must “ convince 
Asquith that we were scrious and that we 
would go all lencths in support of the 
Ulstermen.’’ This was still the position 
when Sir Austen concludes his most inte- 
resting series of letters. 


A Chastening Reflection 


More than 22 years have passed since 
the last of the letters in this volume were 
written, yet Sir Austen Chamberlain con- 
fesses in his Foreword, “I have grave 
doubts whether this book ought to be 

ublished.’’ He need have no fears that 

is own “ conceit’’ will encourage or 
induce reproach from any reader. Quite 
the contrary. What the letters will induce 
in some readers is a feeling of the imsigni- 
ficance of the people with which they are 
concerned. Here they were in face of 
great events, events that were to change 
the face of the world and the course of 
history, and there was not one amongst 
them with the prescience to understand 
how Europe was shaping. It is a sadden- 
ing reflection, even a chastening one, for 
all who believe in necessity for retaining 
the parliamentary system. ‘‘ Do you see 
that the Jrish Times. which clamoured for 
the abolition of the Food Duties. now 
claims the whole produce—and more—of 
the other duties as compensation to Irish 
agriculturists for their abandonment! Of 
such men is our Party made!’ What Sir 
Austen evidently did not understand when 
he wrote that to Lord Lansdowne in 1915 
was that Irishmen did view things differ- 
ently from Englishmen. But the Party 
was i.e Party, and even national interests 
should be sacrificed to Moloch.

An exceedingly delicate situation has 
been created in Europe in consequence of 
the joint decision of Germany and Italy 
to afford official recognition to General 
Franco as ruler, de facto and de jure, 
of Spain. Both nations had caused it to 
be known that they were prepared to take 
this step immediately after the capture of 
Madrid by the insurgents ; but the capital 
is refusing obstinately to be taken, and, 
although it is being bombarded daily by 
aircraft as well as by artillery, there 
seems to be no sign of its immediate sur- 
render. Manifestly, the defences of 
Madrid have been strengthened appre- 
ciably during the last fortnight. Tanks, 
armoured cars, aeroplanes and munitions 
have been received in large quantities 
from Russian sources. The moral of the 
Government troops has been improved 
enormously ; and, even if Madrid should 
be taken to-morrow, the Civil War would 
be continued elsewhere. In these circum- 
stances, there can be small doubt that the 
decision of Germany and Italy to recognise 
General Franco is of more than mere 
academic interest. No sooner was it 
taken than the insurgent leader announced 
that he proposed to institute a blockade 
of the port of Barcelona, through which, 
presumably, the Government forces are 
obtaining their supplies from the outside 
world. From the beginning of the Civil 
War it has been difficult to discover how 
the allegiance of the Spanish Navy has 
been divided. In the early days of the 
fighting several Spanish warships took 
action on the Government's side; but 
since that time virtually nothing has been 
heard of them. In common with the 
army and the air force, it seems that the 
Spanish Navy has been split from stem to 
stern on the question of loyalty. Ap- 
parently, General Franco has certain 
warships at his command, while the 
Government has others. At any rate, the 
insurgents feel themselves sufficiently 
strong to impose a blockade on Barcelona. 
They have declared that they have the 
right to search all suspected ships entering 
the port, whether or not those ships are 
within the three-mile limit; and their 
official recognition by Germany and Italy 
is calculated to lend them valuable sup- 
port in giving effect to this audacious 
proposal. 

Signor 
generally 


Gayda, whose statements 
reflect fairly accurately the 
views of the Italian Government, makes 
no secret of Italy’s intentions. Germany 
and Italy, he says, are defending Europe 
against the Communist peril, as Japan is 
defending Asia. Hitherto their actions 
have been passive ; but the time is over for 
passivity, and henceforward, presumably, 
a more vigorous policy will be pursued. 
Thus, for the first time, Japan has been 
included openly among the Fascist Powers 
that are determined to secure victory for 
the insurgents in Spain. From the outset 
the Germans and Italians have been help- 
ing General Franco, just as the Russians 
have been helping Sefior Largo Caballero ; 
but up to the present there has been no 
attempt to interfere with the rights of 
those Powers that have been faithful to 
the principle of non-intervention. If 
General Franco fulfils his threat to 
blockade Barcelona, a totally new, and 
extremely dangerous, condition of affairs 
will arise. Answering a question in the 
House of Commons yesterday, the British 
Foreign Secretary declared that His 
Majesty's Government had not accorded 
belligerent rights to either of the contend- 
ing parties in Spain. It has adhered 
honourably to the agreement regarding 
non-intervention, which, incidentally, has 
the warm approval of the Vatican, and has 
been doing its best to prevent any exten- 
sion of the fighting in the peninsula. ‘The 
pursuit of this policy naturally involves 
strict insistence on British rights in the 
Mediterranean and elsewhere; and Mr. 
Eden made it quite clear yesterday that 
these rights must be respected. In other 
words, Britain will not allow her ships to 
be searched by General Franco, or, for 
that matter, by anybody else, whether or 
not they happen to be within the three- 
mile limit. Sir Henry Chilton, the British 
Ambassador to Spain, has been discussing 
the matter with the Marquis Merry del 
Val, who is General Franco's representa- 
tive on the Franco-Spanish frontier.’ Mr. 
Eden gave the House of Commons no 
inkling of what has passed between them ; 
but there is no doubt at all that the 
Government will tolerate no interference of 
any kind with British shipping in the 
Mediterranean. 

France is broadly in the same position 
as Great Britain. She, too, has observed 
the principle of non-intervention, although 
it is more than likely that private 
individuals have been helping the Spanish 
Government with consignments of arms 
and ammunition; and she is just as 
strongly determined as Great Britain that 
there shall be no interference with her 
ships. Thus, by a most unfortunate mis- 
chance, the Civil War in Spain has 
divided the world’s Great Powers—with 
the single exception of the United States— 
into two groups. On the one hand 
Germany, Italy and Japan openly are 
backing the Spanish insurgents, not 
because they have any particular sympathy 
with General Franco, but because they 
wish to establish another Fascist State in 
Europe. On the other hand, Britain and 
France will not recognise General Franco, 
as in fact they are bound not to recognise 
him by virtue of their obligations under 
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Now she is to Germany, taking the 
place of the old Austro-Hungarian Empire 
in the Triple Alliance. Spain simply does 
not count. The Great Powers are pre- 
paring for their next trial of strength, 
and when they are ready to fight, they will 
seize upon the first pretext that comes to 
their hands. Spain would be just as good 
as any other; and it would not be the first 
time in history that she would be used as 
@ pawn in the international war game. 
We must hope and pray that none of the 
nations will do anything to aggravate a 
situation that already is sufficiently grave. 
Punctilious observance of the non-inter- 
vention pact—in spirit as well as in letter 
—offers the surest—in fact the only—way 
of escape from the present imbroglio.

Almost Without Comment 


A few weeks ago the Macroom Urban 
District Council found that it had an open- 
ing for an additional rate collector. It 
decided to advertise the post, and (follow. 
ing the usual routjne in such matters) sent 
a draft copy of its proposed advertisement 
to the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health. In reply, the Ministry 
stated that it had no objection to the 
terms of the proposed draft, but it added 
that before the Council proceeded to make 
the appointment it should have before it 
a statement from an independent examiner 
(preferably the Principal of the local 
Vocational Education School) showing the 
marks in Gaelic obtained by each candi- 
date. The examiner should be instructed 
to adopt a standard which would show 
whether the applicants could discharge 
the duties of the office through the 
medium of the Gaelic language, and the 
results of the test should be forwarded 
to the Ministry. There followed a fairly 
comprehensive list of directions as to the 
manner in which the report should be 
submitted (indicating the percentages 
obtained), and the rieed to duplicate all 
query forms in connection with the post. 
The Urban District Council, therefore, 
had nothing to do but to examine the point 
in a judicial frame of mind, and to decide 


the Ministry for Local Government and 
Public Health. Suggestions were plenti- 
ful. One member advanced the opinion 
that there should be a written test in 
Gaelic for the candidates as well as an 
oral test, and another suggested that some 
independent person should be appointed 
to see that the examination was carried 
out fairly. A long and slightly heated 
arose on this point. The 
Principal of the local Vocational 
Education School, it was agreed on all 
sides, was perfectly competent to carry out 
the examination in a fair and efficient 
manner; but would it be in order to 
appoint an independent witness, or would 
it not? The bidding, so to speak, was 
raised by a member who proposed that 
there should be two independent 
examiners, not one, and the Chairman re- 
called that in the examinations held at 
the Vocational Education School it always 
had been the custom to provide a super- 
visor. In the end, we are glad to say, a 
solution was reached, and it followed the 
lines of the Chairman’s suggestion. The 
Principal of the Vocational Education 
School was appointed as Examiner, with 


‘discussion 


a standard which would enable the De- 
partment to judge whether the candidates 
could discharge the duties of the post 
through the medium of the Gaelic 
language, and somebody else was re- 
quested to attend as supervisor. Thus, 
the Government and the local authority 
will have spared no pains to ensure that 
the next rate-collector in the Macroom dis. 


his dues in Gaelic, and only the cynics 
will ask whether he will ever find the 
occasion to speak anything but English. 


Red-Handed 


The Rumanian Police have made a farce 
of the career of crime. In the future any- 
body who has been convicted of larceny 
will have his or her hands dyed an 
indelible and ludicrous red. Once every 
four weeks the unwilling subject must 
visit the local police station for retouch- 
ing, until eventually he or she has 
behaved with some show of honesty during 
a period of twelve successive months. The 
hands and ears then will be allowed to 
return to normal, or, 
that condition of comparative normality 
which distinguished them prior to their 
owner's fall. The adoption of this revolt- 
ing practice will entail severe cuts in the 
income of those furtive citizens who pry 
into the pockets of football crowds; but 
we feel that its effect upon the gentleman 
jewel thief will be more profound. Every- 
body knows that the gentleman jewel thief 
is slim, spring-muscled and matchlessly

SOCIETY for the purpose of extend- 
A ing the operations of the Mount 
Street ce for VN i br by start- 
ing clubs in other parts of the city, was 
batined at a ection aid in the club last 
night. i 
ie Lord Mayor of Dublin, who presided, 
explained to a large attendanee that the club 
was started two years ago by a few citizens 
who thought that the time had come when 
a place should be provided where their un- 
employed men could www the unoccupied 
hours that otherwise hung so heavily on 
their hands in congenial surroundings and 
with profit, to themselves, Not caly ad the 
society been furnished and fitted by volun- 
tary effort, bot they had also been able to 
find work for a number of their members. 

The object of the meeting was to form a 
society to undertake the task of helping 
the Mount Street Club, and to consider the 
possibility of starting similar clubs in other 
parts of the city, and, perhaps, in the coun- 
try. 

‘Mr. P. T. Somerville Large, Chairman of 
the Governors, said that they started the 
club with the object of establishing some- 
thing rather different to apparently similar 
institations in other places. The theory 
they were putting into practice was based 
on several ideas, of which the first was,. that 
the average man out of work wanted a job, 
and hated having to regard himself as the 
recipient of charity. In the second place 
they believed that such men could produce 
a large share of their own and their families’ 
necessities, quite apart from the possibilities 
of keeping themselves fit and happy. There 
was no reom in the club for the slacker or 
beggar. The club was managed by the mem- 
bers themselves. ” There was a vast amount 
of work to be done in it, and for this work 
members were paid on a scale of values. 
Thus, one hour’s work was payment for one 
week's subscription. 

Members could do as much or as little work 
as they pleased, provided their subscriptions 
were paid, and with the payments which they 
received in tallies they were able to buv 
everything produced in the club, such as 
meals, food, clothes, boots, shoes, etc. 

The club did not interfere with the primary 
duty of finding work for the unemployed. 
They had found work for sixty members. 
Their future success depended on the support 
of men who could not get work, and won 
support by the public, who themselves had 
work. The public must be educated to their 
responsibility in this matter. 


WHAT HAS BEEN DONE 


Mr. J. J. Newcome, hon. secretary of the 
club, said that in the period from lst January 


ito Slst October this year 17,792 meals had 
| been cooked in the club, and 143 tons of bread 


baked. Club members had been enabled to 
purchase 102 suits of clothes, 198 pairs of 


| boots and shoes, and a considerable quantity 
| of clothing.

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BRITAIN RE-ARMS TOO 
SLOWLY 


PARIS, Friday. 

The arms weakness of Great Britain 
was referred to in a speech this evening 
by M. Paul Reynaud, the former French 
Cabinet Minister, who has just returned 
from visits to Rome and Berlin. 

M. Reynaud said that we were living 
amid the growing danger of a European 
conflict. 

“Although “the entente with England 
must remain the basis of our foreign 
policy the slowness of her re-armament, 
especially on land, is an _ insufficient 
guarantee of our security. 

“Is it possible to secure our security 
by agreement with Germany? If not, we 
must vitalise the Soviet agreement, which 
cannot be done except on the condition 
that we have a free hand in our internal 
affairs as regards Communism.”’

“ Moore Abbey,” the ancestra] seat of the 
Earls of Drogheda, was originally a monas- 
tery of the Cistercian Order founded by St. 
Abban in remote times, He and succeeded in 
the seventh century by St. Evin, from whom 
Monaster Evin derives its name. The forcible 
seizure of this religious house by Cearbhuil 
was the cause of a war in 908 between that 
monarch—Cormac MacCulinan, King of Mun- 
ster—during which the monastery was ruined, 
but was refounded towards the close of the 
twelfth century by Dermod O’ Dempsey, King 
of Offaly, and made a mitred abbey, whose 
Abbot sat as Baron in the Irish Parliament. 

At the Reformation the Abbey and Manor 
were granted to Lord Audley, who assigned 
them to Adam Loftus, first Viscount Ely, 
who came to Ireland in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, and whose daughter married Lord 
Moore of Mellifont, father of the first Earl 
of Drogheda. The Drogheda family did not, 
however, come into possession of the estate 
until the lifetime of the fifth Earl in 1725. 
The present house, which was built in 1607, 
is on the site of the ancient Abbey, but 
some sculptured ornaments in the walls are 
the only traces now remaining of the original 
building. The house has been much altered 
and modernised in comparatively recent 
times, Lord Chancellor Loftus held the Court 
of Chancery in the hall of the existing build 
ing in 1641. 


SALE OF DUNLOE CASTLE 
ESTATE 


The announcément is also made to-day of the 
forthcoming sale of Dunloe Castle Estate, 
Lakes of Killarney, the residence of the late 
Hon. Howard 8. Harrington, who returned 
here from the United States some years ago 
and built a very attractive residence on most 
modern lines near the old Castle of Dunloe. 
The estate consists of over 5,000 acres of 
beautifully wooded lands and plantations, in 
which some rare species of exotic shrubs, 
trees and plants are found growing in pro- 
fusion, many of them specially imported 
from China and Japan. It embraces some of 
the most beautiful scenery of the Lake dis- 
trict, particularly the world-famous Gap of 
Dunloe, and the fishing and sporting rights 
are very extensive. 

The residence is situate about a mile from 
the Lower Lakes of Killarney on the banks 
of the River Laune. The old castle was 
built by the O’Sullivan Mor, by whose 
descendants it was occupied for generations 
and who defended it against the bombard- 
ment of General Ireton during the Parlia- 
mentary War. 

The valuable furniture and contents of the 
residence at Dunloe will be offered for auction 
by Messrs. Battersby during December.

Pending the production of the Constitu- 
tion Bill there is a remarkable paucity of 
business in the Dail, and in the opinion 
of deputies an early adjournment until 
after Christmas is indicated.

The 
former is defined as meaning “ the rate 
which in the opinion of the Board is a 
living wage, taking into account the 
current cost of living for agricultural 
labourers,”” and the latter, “the rate 
which in the opinion of the Board the 
agricultural employers of the district are 
in a position to pay, having regard to the 
value of the product of their industry in 
the district for the time being.” 

Messrs. McGovern and O’Donovan will 
move that any worker may make appli- 
cation for exemption from the operations 
of the Act, and that such ‘application shall 
be granted without reasons stated.

Shortly before noon visitors began to gather 
in front of the gates, which were not opened 
Just before the first race 
should have been run at 12.50 p.m. it was 
announced that the Stewards had -detided to 
put it back half and hour. Later came the 
announcement of a further twenty-five 
minutes’ delay. A few minutes before two 
o'clock “the cygwd was told that racing was 
impossible, and that the meeting was 
abandoned. 

The Stewards could ‘yve postponed the 
meeting until to-day. ‘Lhey were actuate? 
largely in their decision not to do so because 
po many jockeys had arranged to ride at 
Lingfield Park. Postponement instead of 
abandonment would have caused tremendous 
confusion. 

Derby is one of the unluckiest racecourses 
in England in the matter of weather. Fog 
cansed the abandonment of the whole of the 
card on Derby Cup day in 1925. National 
Hint meetings here have especially suffered 
badly. Since 1927 snow, frost and floods 
have caused a Íosa of twenty-three days 
racing at Derby.
